LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Dec. 2%.—Farm- 
ers and planters in the neighborhood of 
Moss, six miles from Conway, in Fauk- 
ner County, are spending Christmas 
in a hunt for Jim Hall, who is alleged 
to have shot and killed Mrs. Emma 
Hearness and her son, 8 years old, 
Christmas eve. 

Dispersing in small parties, the 
searchers are scouring the woods and 
hills for Hall. As he is said “to be 
heavily armed and a dangerous man, a 
hard fight is expected to take place bce- 
fore he is captured. Lynching may -be 
his fate if taken alive. 

Hall is charged with having gone to 
the Hearness house, on the Moss plant- 
ation, late yesterday, and accused Mrs. 
Hearness of throwing scalding water on 
his hownd. He was, neighbors say, bit- 
ter in his denunciation of the woman, 
and her protestations of innocence only 
angered him the more. According to re- 
port, as the frightencd woman attempt- 
ed to flee into the house, the man fired 
three shots into her body, killing her 
instantly. Her little boy, struck by 
one of the bullets, fell dead across her 
body.

In the Galveston, Tex. offing, 2:30 p. 
m.—The pirate fleet of the Standard 
Oil Co. is now bottled up on the high 
seas. If the low, rakish craft of the 
trust come within the three-mile limit 
they will be seized by the officers of the 
State of Texas and held pending the 
suit against the oil octopus. 

Meanwhile numbers of first class oil- 
tank ships, swift petroleum cruisers 
and injunction boat destroyers hdver 
in the offing about five miles out. They 
have hovered +9 long the offing smells 
of kerosene. — 

The first victory was won by the 
pirate fleet A Deputy Sheriff, unysuat- 
ly bold, put out to sea to reconnofter 


the position of the pirates. He was 
captured and his brethern on shore were 
wig-wagged the dolorous information 
that he would be pressed into service 
as a deckhand until he shoulu be ran- 
somed by a goodly quantity of gold 
doubloons. 
He Swabbed Decks, All Right. 

Pabsengers on a Mexican fruit steam- 
er, which passed to the windward of the 
pirates, report singhting the Deputy 
Sheriff swabbing the poop deck of the 
Standard oil flagship. a first class tank 
called the Dreadnought Oil-Can.

The customs officials, Whe’ o every 
parcel from “abroad, worked“day and 
night Monday and Tuesday, though. the 
Christmas spirit considerably relaxed 
their usual severity in assessing customs 
on dutiable articles. 


Even Sausages Sent. 
Crowds of St. Louis persons having 


relatives in foreign countries have 
thronged the Postoffice, to claim gifts. 
Germany sent the record quantity, in- 
cluding pipes, calendars, sausages and 
clothing. 

Solid old England sent plum puddings, 
linen and woolen wearing apparel. Es- 
thetic Italy sent, in packages small 
enough to escape duty, plietures, fancy 
calendars, dried mushrooms, dried figs, 
herbs and medicines. 

Mexico’s gifts were her famous drawn- 
work, candy and Christmas cards 
From the Philippines came large quan- 
tities of souvenirs, pistols, guns, as- 
segais, cigars and bolts of the delicate 
fiber cloth made only in the archipelago. 
Bohemia sent mostly books and printed 
matter. Whatever duties the customs 
man felt he could not avoid assessing 
were cheerfully, paid by the recipients 
of the gifts. 

Postoffice Reccipts Increase. 

The Postoffice receipts for December 
up to today amount to $278,763.61, as 
against $273,018.96 of last year, showing 
an increase of $5744.65. Monday the 
number of outgoing registered pieces 
was 3623, while the number for the cor- 
responding day last year was only 2690. 


The number received Monday for distri- 
bution in St. Louis was about 11,000, 
against 7500 last year.

IN ROW WITH METCALF 





‘Wants Roosevelt to Tell Why 
He Quit, but White 
House Is Silent. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
renu of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2%.—Behind the 
resignation of Rear Admiral Willard H. 
Brownson, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, lies a sensation that is making 
a merry Christmas for some of the na- 
val officers and all the army, and an 
anxious one for others in the navy. 

Admiral Brownson resigned in a letter 
which gives all his reasons and. states 
his case thoroughly. This ‘is in the hands 
of the President. Admiral Brownson. 
wishes that the White House would give 
it out. As late as 7 o'clock last night the 
President had intended to make public 
the letter, but at that time decided that 
he would not do so. Both Secretary Met- 
calf and Admiral Brownson say any in- 
formation as to the reasons for the Ad- 
miral’s acflon must come from _ the 
White House, 

The resignation has come after a four 
months’ fight by Admiral Brownson in 
the interest of the navy as a fighting 
machine and against the bureau system.” 
The Admiral, though a bureau man him- 
self for the last eight months, and 
though on coast survey work a long 
time ago in charge of the naval academy 
for years, is, more than all, a naval of- 
ficer. ' i 
Opposed Bureau System. 

He had just come from the commani 
of the Asiatic station when made the 
head of the Navigation Bureau. He has 
felt almost from the first that the bu- 
reau system was a great detriment to 
the efficiency of the navy. He.«took this 
belief to the President, who was an ad 
mirer of the Admiral. He was free in 
expressions of the same belief to Secre- 
tary Metcalf. This was the foundation 
of the trouble. It became acute Monday 
after the publication of a statement in 
which Admiral Brownsen was quoted 
as speaking as follows in the presence 
of Secretary Metcalf: 

‘‘The organization of the navy is bad. 
I say it before Secretary Metcalf, and [ 
have said it to the President. I do not 
believe in the bureau system, and I 
think it should be reorganized.”’ 

A hot interview between the Admiral 
and the Secretary followed the publica- 
tion of his statement. There was a sharp 
exchange of opinions and flat. disagrev- 
ment as to how each remembered ‘thé 
conversation in question. The lie was 
not passed, but the situation became 
strained. 

Secretary Metcalf is a strong up- 
holder of the bureau system. The chief 
of the Navigation Bureau really “runs” 
the navy, from the operating stand- 
point. It was evident that the two 
could not work in harmony. Admiral 
Brownson, who is noted in the serv- 
ice for his independent spirit, quit, and, 
in doing so, told why. He did not touch 
on the small matter of his clash with 
the Secretary, but went again into de- 
tails of his objections to the — 
organization. / 

Metcalf Doesn’t Remember. 

Secretary Metcalf said today that he 
would not talk of the Admiral’s resig- 
nation—that the Admiral himself would 
have to explain. Then he picked from 
his desk the Admiral’s statement and 
said: 

“TI do not remember ever having heard 
this. I was not here if it was said 
here. The report must be wrong. 

Later Secretary Metcalf added the as- 
sertion that a bureau chief had no right 
to criticise the organization of the navy. 
He said that lay entirely with Con- 
gress, and was outside the province of 
any officer. 

Admiral Brownson said today that he 
had made the statement in the pres- 
ence of the Secretary. ‘He was in the 
best spirits, but was so full of the sub- 
Yect of his controversy that, as he put 
it, he was afraid to talk anaes it, *‘for 
fear he would slop over.’ He said 
that the President had his letter, a>: 
that he (the Admiral) would be glad to 
have it made public. He was asked 
if the law requiring that only active 
members of the service be made bureau 
chiefs had anything to do with the res- 
and said that it had not been 
in any way considered. His letter to 
the President was sent Tuesday morn- 
ing. He was asked when he received

The first article provides 
for religious freedom, free speech, a free press 
and the right of petition and peaceable assem-~ 
blage. The second says: “A well regulated mili- 
tia being necessary to the security of a free 
State, the right of the people to keep and bear 
arms shall not be infringed.” 

Most of the original States, acting on the prin- 
ciple here asserted, have maintained from the 
beginning efficicnt military establishments. They 
have footed the bills. They have made the 
service honorable. They have made liberal pro- 
vision for equipment and armories and they 
have enforced discipline. Subscription papers 
have played a small part in the business. 

In marked contrast with these good examples, 
many of the newer States have never made a 
serious attempt to organize a respectable militia, 
and in most of them such progress as has been 
made in that direction has resulted from the 
enterprise and generosity of individuals. Praise- 
worthy as this benevolence is so far as those who 
practice it are concerned, there is as much im- 
propriety in a personally maintained militia as 
there. would be in a personally maintained gov- 
ernor, court or legislature. 

No extensive militia establishment is needed 
in any State but every one of them in accor- 
dence with its population should provide abund- 
antly for an organization of sufficient strength 
t« be of immediate and effective service in all 
parts of its juriediction and to serve as a train- 
ing school in arms ‘for all of its young men who 
may be disposed to profit by it. 

These remarks are merely introductory to the 
assertion that the city of St. Louis as well as 
the State of Missouri is in duty bound not only 
to maintain the First Regiment in high efficiency 
but to provide it with an armory which will cor- 
respond in some degree with the dignity of the 
commonwealth and the municipality. 

Although Federal assistance is at hand it can- 
not be had without preparation and merit. The 
militia of Missouri will not be respected either at 
home or abroad unless its creators, the people, 
take an interest‘in it in their political capacity 
and pay the expenses necessary to give it a 
respectable footirg.

This is Levy’s favorite occupation at 
night. He makes the rounds of the po- 
lice statiens, and does much to swell 
the register of Father Dempsey's hotel. 

There will be no special Christmas 
celebrations today at the Exiles’ Rest, 
because Father Dempsey is the peren- 
nial Santa Claus of the exiles of sovtiety 
of all nationalities and creeds—exiles 
from fortune, happiness and home. 

Last night he gave shelter to 219 home- 
less men without charge, and let clean 
and comfortable beds to over 400 others 
at 10 cents each. 
Many Arrived Early. 

As early as 7 o’clock a strea of 
those so unfortunate as to be in fifflan- 
cial straits at’*Christmas time began to 
ascend the high steps leading to the 
hotel. There were old men, tottering 
and ragged; smartly dressed young 
men, who had found themselves for 
the night without shelter or the means 
of purchasing it, and confident working 
men of middle age, who thriftily pat- 
ronized Father Dempsey because they 
could get lodging, bath, three meals and 
a place to wash their clothes all for 25 
cents. A waiter, in incongruous evening 
dress, who took his place on the benches 
among a throng of ragged men, who 
were to sit there-~all night for lack of 
a dime to buy a bed, excited hardly a 
glance of curiosity. 

By 11 o’clock all the beds were dis- 
posed of, and still a motley throng 
crowded the corridors and reading 
room, where there are 52 magazines 
and the daily papers. In a short while 
they began to make themselves comfort- 
able for the night. Most of them, roll- 
ing their coats into pillows, stretched 
themselves wearily on the floor. Others 
found as. comfortable spots on_ the 
benches as_possible and went to sleep, 
with heads bowed on arms. 


Applicants More Numerous. 


So sensitive and all ramifying are 
the nerves of society that Father 
Dempsey’s enterprise felt the financial 
stringency the moment it began. He 
had previously been able to guarantee’ 
work for every man asking it. Within 
24 hours he found it impossible to get a 
jeb for anyone. At the same time the 
number of penniless men who appiied 
to him for a night’s shelter doubled. In 
December he gave 627 free lodgings, 
against 398 in November. Last Saturday 
night 240 men, the record number, were 
given free quarters, and many others, 
were turned away, because floors anc 
benches were crowded to their last 
available inch. 

Father Dempsey 
clares that the Exiles’ est is not a+} 
charitable institution. is guests are 
sensitive and self-respecting and bit- 
terly resent the name of hoboes. They 
are mostly men who find themselves 
for the moment complétely down and 
out, but who are confident that their 
dark cloud will soon turn its silver 
lining, and that work and comfort 
will yet be theirs. Their behavior in: 
the notel is irreproachable, there 
having been no fights or thefts or 
disorders in its year’s history. Never 
has a bad dime or a counterfeit piece 
of money been presented to the clerk. 

Many Are Reformed. 

The home has been the means of 
causing hundreds of wanderers to set- 
tle down to regular work and abode. 
As Father Dempsey’s funds are limit- 
ed almost wholly to the pittances paid | 
by his guests and to contributions 
from his own pocket, this reform has 
been much more limited than he de-

TEAS IN ART MUSBUM 
_ CAUSE COMPLAINT PUBLIC IS SLIGHTED 
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FORMER. RUSSIAN LAWMAKERS 
ON TRIAL FOR HIGH TREASON 


Death Penalty Probably Will Not 
Be Given fo 169 Signers of 
Viborg Manifesto. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 25.—Though 
they ‘are charged with high treason and 
the promulgation of an appeal to the 
people to refuse to obey the Emperor, 
169 members of the first Duma are ex- 
pected to escape the maximum penalty, 
death. These. former lawmakers went 
to trial today before the Cour@of Ap- 
peals, charged with signing the Viborg 
manifesto about eighteen months ago 
demanding that citizens of Russia stand 
up for their rights, for popular repre- 
sentation and for an Imperial Parlia- 
ment. Merely a technical defense can 

be set up. 

The majority of the defendants have 
abandoned all hope of acquittal, but are 
looking forward to a light sentence, such 
as a year’s imprisonment or some sim- 
ilar punishment. 

The prominence of the accussed, how- 
ever, among whom are Prof. Serge 
Mourmtzff, former President of the 
Lower House; Petrunkevitch and many 
other Liberal leaders, and the total in- 
effectiveness of the Viborg appeal, may 
induce the Government to further leni- 
ency.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 2%.—Spe- 
cial significance is attached to the de- 
cision or the United States Supreme 
Court, given by Chief Justice Fuller, 
in the Val Marcinick Sunday closing 
ease which went up to that tribunal 
from the Minneapolis Municipal Court, 
Judge E. F. Waite of that bench de- 
ciding that Marcinick was not entitled 
to a trial by jury. Decisions also were 
rendered by the Minnesota District and 
Supreme Courts: confirrhning the finding 
of the Municipal Court, which now be- 
comes an established precedent. 

The ease against. Marcinick 
brought on the charge that he had kept 
his saloon open on Sunday. The de- 
fendant, backed by the Minneapolis 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, realized 
the far-reaching effects, entered a plea 
of not guilty and made the action a 
test case. 

All Cities Under Lid. 

Attorney BE. S. Cary for the liquor 
dealers argued that inability to secure 
a jury trial conflicted with the rights 
granted every. citizen by the Federal 
Constitution and that therefore the ordi- 
nance itself must be invalid and not ca- 
pable of enforcement. - 

The decision ‘by Chief Justice Fuller, 
therefore, effectively puts the lid on all 
cities in’ Minnesota. Where ordinances 
regulating the hours during which sa- 
loons may be opened have been passed. 

This point is conceded by the liquor 
men and they will make further efforts 
to continue their legal struggle for Sun- 
day business. 

For some time-.the saloon men of 
Minnesota have had to contend with a 
stringent State law which forbids the 
dispensing of liquors after 11 o’clock on 
week days_and all day on Sunday. 

The Supreme Court decision, coming 
in addition to the State law, effectiv=ly | 
ties up the sale of intoxicants in Minne- 
sota on Sundays.
